SecrioN 1. Section 16 of chapter one hundred and
twenty-nine of the revised statutes, entitled *of in-
junctions and writs of ne exeat and of receivers,” is
hereby amended by inserting the words, “judgment.
or,” after,the article “a” at the end of the fourth Iine of
said section, so that the said section, when so amended,
shall read as follows: ¢Section16. When the answer
of the defendant expressly, or by not denying, admits
part of the plaintiff’s claim to be just, the court, on
motion, may order such defendant to satisfy that part
of the claim, and may enforce the order as it enforcesa
judgment or provisional remedy.”

SECTION 2. Thisact shall take effect and be in force
from and after its passage.

AN ACT prescribing the form of certificate of conviction in crimi-
nal cages. .

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in
senate and assembly, do enact as jfollows :

Secrion 1. That whenever any person shall be con-
victed in any circuit court of this state, of any criminal
offense, and shall upon such conviction be sentenced to
confinemgnt, either in the county jail or in the state’s
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prison, the clerk of the court in which such conviction
shall have been had and such sentence pronounced,
shall make out under his hand and the seal of the court,
a certificate of such conviction and sentence, showing
the title of the court, the name of the convict, a brief
statement of the offense with which he is charged, the
date of the conviction, the date of the sentence and a
copy of the sentence in full; and shall deliver such
certificate to the sheriff of the county, to be by bim
retained in lieu of a commitment in cases where the
convict may be sentenced to confinement in the county
jail, or to be transmitted with the convict, in case of
sentence to confinement in the state's prison, And
such certificate so remaining in the hands of the sheriff
or of the keeper of the state’s prison, shall have the
same-effect as a record of conviction or a transeript of .
all the minutes of the court in relation to the case, ali
existing laws and parts of laws to the contrary not-
withstanding.
